With Graphx-Cursor 
you simply pos¬ 
ition a cross-hair 
on the termin¬ 
al's screen, 
then transmit 
the coor¬ 
dinate to the 
computer. This 
capability is ideal for many 
computer graphics and com¬ 
puter aided design applications. 


The four button rifle sight. X-12 
is as easy to use as pushing four 
buttons. These switches, arrayed 
in an attractive, high-impact 
plastic keypad, move the cross¬ 
hair vertically or horizontally on 
the refresh display. 

Hold one button down and the 
cross-hair moves continuously 


across the screen. 
Tap a button and it 
moves one point at a 
time. Once you've 
located the target co¬ 
ordinate you can then 
transmit it to the computer.
